Official Statement of Public Debt. 
Washington, March 2.—The monthly 
statement of the public debt issued from 
the treasury yesterday shows that Feb. 
28, 1895, the public debt less cash in the 
treasury amounted to $890,412,940, a de­ 
crease for the month of $34,033,328. This 
decrease of debt is accounted for by the 
receipt of gold on account of the last 
bond issue, against which no bonds 
have yet been issued.

It is not 
necessary that democrats should sur­ 
render their convictions on other ques­ 
tions in order to take an active part in 
the settlement of the question, which at 
this time surpasses all others in impot­ 
ence. 
“We believe that the rank and file of 
the party should at once assert them­ 
selves In the democratic party and 
place it on record in favor of the im­ 
mediate restoration of the free and un- ! o rd e r of Tuesday 
imlted coinage of gold and silver at the 
present legal ratio of 16 to I. as such 
coinage existed prior to 1873, without 
waiting for the aid or consent of any 
other nation, such gold and silver coin 
to be a full legal tender for all debts, 
public and private. 
“We urge all democrats who favor

Stocks Wait on London—Textile Mar­ 
ket Is Better—General Outlook For 
All Classes of Business Fair—Cot 
ton Is Away Down—Wheat a Lit­ 
tle Higher—List of Failures. 


New York, March 2.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: No 
gold has gone out, though sterling ex­ 
change has risen close to the export­ 
ing point, and it does not yet appear 
that the syndicate has made any effort 
to control the exchange market. Lon­ 
don has sold about 40,000 shares of 
9tock during the week, and the market 
is distinctly lower for railroad shares, 
though a shade stronger for trusts. 
The stock market waits abjectly for 
London, and foreigners show thus far 
more disposition to sell than to buy. 
Withdrawals of gold by redemption of 
legal tenders have not ceased, but since 
the closing of the syndicate contract 
have averaged about $120,000 a day. 
Wheat is 1V4 cents higher, but clear­ 
ly not because western receipts are a 
trifle less than a year ago nor because 
exports from the Atlantic coast are 
small. Nothing is seen to justify any 
materia! rise, as supplies in sight do 
not decrease more than they would nat­ 
urally on account of bad weather. Corn 
is only a shade higher, with western 
receipts much smaller than last year.

MEXICAN 
H ORROR 
IS GROW ING 


Last Details Show That Is Worse Than at 
First Reported. 


City of Mexico, March 2.—One of the 
most frightful accidents in the history 
of the Mexican railroads, resulting in 
the killing of 104 persons and the serious 
if not fatal injury of nearly a hundred 
others, occurred Thursday afternoon on 
the Inter-Oceanic railroad at a point 
twenty-five miles from this city. A few 
days ago a great number of persons 
left the capital and the towns in the vi­ 
cinity to go on a pilgrimage to the 
Catholic shrine at Sacre Monte. Thurs­ 
day a long train, aboard of which there 
were 1,200 passengers, was returning 
from the place of pilgrimage. All went 
well until a point on the line midway 
between Temamtla and Tenango was 
reached. On this part of the road there 
is a steep incline, the line at one place 
on it having a sharp curve, where it 
runs close to the edge of a high pre­ 
cipice. As the train began to win down 
the incline many of the passengers were 
laughing and joking, while others were 
looking out of the window at the rapid­ 
ly passing scenery, which 
is 
grand. 
Soon the speed of the train began to 
increase and it was running at a fright­ 
ful rate. The passengers ceased their 
laughter and joking and looked at each 
other with a strange fear depicted o s 
their faces. Steadily the moment urn of 
the train, which 
was 
swaying 
and 
bounding fearfully, increased and soon 
the dangerous high curve was struck. 
As the pilot wheels of the engine took 
the curve the locomotive swayed out­ 
ward and then back. As the drivers 
went on the curve the engine again 
swayed heavily and then either jumped 
the track or turned a rail. 
It dashed 
across the scanty space between the 
rails and the edge of the chasm and 
then plunged downward. One after an­ 
other of the coaches, filled with pas­ 
sengers, dashed after it and piled up 
in a mass of wreckage at the foot of the 
track, hut most fortunately did not go 
over the edge of the precipice. 
As the fifth coach left the metals it 
twisted and broke the coupling con­ 
necting it with the coaches behind it. 
These coaches kept the rails and passed 
safely around the curve. After running 
a considerable 
distance they 
were 
stopped by the hand brakes. 
When the engine and the three coach­ 
es fell to the bottom of the ravine there 
was a fearful crash, and. mingled with 
it, were the shrieks of the affrighted 
passengers, which could easily be heard 
above the escaping steam of the engine, 
which was knocked to pieces by the 
fall. 
In the meantime a number of pas­ 
sengers in the other coaches had re­ 
turned to the scene of the wreck and 
devoted themselves to the work of res­ 
cuing those imprisoned in the wreck. 
The sight there was a grewsome one. 
The carriages were shattered, and a 
majority of the occupants were lying 
beneath thfe wreckage. The shrieks and 
moans of the Injured were heart-rend­ 
ing, while many of the unhurt women 
and children moaned and wailed in an 
agony of terror. 
The train hands were American, and 
some of them, as soon as possible, tele­ 
graphed news of the disaster to this 
city. The railroad officials displayed 
commendable activity and a special re­ 
lief train, with surgeons, an ambulance.

SILVER POR CHINA AND JAPAN. 


Arrangements Made for ^dipping It from 
San Francisco. 
San Francisco, Cal., March 2.—The 
San Francisco agents of China and 
Japan bankers are checking the flow 
of silver from Colorado, Utah and Ne­ 
vada to the orient by way of New York 
and are shipping bullion to Hong Kong 
and Yokohama from this port. Silver 
shipments are increasing monthly. Af 
local smelting concern separates the 
gold and silver in the bullion, after 
which the silver is reshipped abroad fix 
solid bars. The cost of shipping $1,000 
of fine silver from Denver to Hong 
Kong via New Yofk and London is 
$19.06, and by way of San Francisco $1#. 
The Bank of California and the French 
bank have in a large measure changed 
the flow of the immense silver output* 
which is regarded as a pronounced com­ 
mercial triumph for San Francisco^, 
China, Japan and other oriental coun­ 
tries have for years been the largest 
consumers of silver in the world, hav­ 
ing received through San Francisco and 
London during the six years $342,000,00$.

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THE SCENES OF WAR 
RECALLED BY DEATH 


HOW MRS. 
CHESTER NURSED 
THE UNION SOLDIERS. 


Her First Husband, Governor Harvey, 
Used to Run the Shopiere Mills and 
W as Well Known in Janesville— 
After His Death She W ent Onto the 
Field. 
The death of Mrs. Chester, which 
was brie fly chronicled in the Gazette 
last night recalls some early Rock 
county history. 
Her husband, Louis 
P. Harvey, represented Rock county 
in the state senate in 1854-5-6 and 7, 
and was secretary of state from Jan. 
2, I860 until January 6, 1862, when 
he was ^inaugurated governor, hold­ 
ing that office until April 19, 1862, 
when he was drowned in the Tennes­ 
see river, at Savannah. 
His home was 
in Shopiere, but he was not a stranger 
on tho busy 
streets 
of Janesville. 
Betag engaged in the milling business 
in that village and operating the Har­ 
vey flouring mills, his business brought 
him to Janesville nearly every day, 
and his good wife was frequently with 
him in his drives between the two 
places. 
The prominence in political 
circles, as well as in a social way, 
brought them continually into no­ 
tice, and none 
were more popular 
in Rock county at that time than Mr. 
and Mrs. Harvey. 
There have been few women in 
Wisconsin whose names are cherished 
as that of Mrs. Harvey, not alone by 
the soldiers for whom she did so much 
hut by the little children, now grown 
to rn anhood and 
womanhood, who 
were orphaned by the war and for 
whom she did so much to furnish a 
comfortable home. 
Her 
husband, 
then governor of the state, went south 
noon after the battle 
of 
Pittsburg 
Landing to furnish supplies and medi­ 
cal aid to Wisconsin soldiers. 
At Sa­ 
vannah on his way "home, as about to 
pass from one boat to another, he 
clipped and fell into the waters of the 
Tetneasee river and drowned. 
Became a War Nurse. 
Almost before she had recovered 
frem the terrible shock of her hus­ 
band's tragic death, Mrs. Haivey de­ 
cided to devote herself to the work 
Gov. Harvey had so nobly begun of 
caring for Wisconsin soldiers. 
Gov. Harvey's last letter to his wife, 
dated at Pittsburg Landing, April 17, 
1862, bad but three sentences, which 
were as follows: 
Yesterday was the 
day of my life. 
Thank God for the 
impulse that brought me here. 
I am 
well, ard have done more good by 
coming than I can well tell you. ” The 
letter and the death of her husband 
became an inspiration to Mrs. Harvey. 
She asked of Governor Solomon per­ 
mission to visit hospitals on the west­ 
ern department aa an agent of the 
alate, and early in the autumn of 1862 
aet out for St. Louis. 
She went tim­ 
idly; ba&pitala and the whole medical 
department were as yet very ?mper­ 
fect; she had a task to comprehend 
eveO'the necessities of the case. 
She 
visited many general hospitals along 
the Mississippi river, and post hospitals 
of Wisconsin troops. 
The heat was 
oppressive; noxious and contagious 
diseases prevailed; some surgeons were 
appalled; some 
attendants 
shrank 
from the care of the sick and the 
removal of the dead. 
But her for­ 
wardness. activity, ingenuity, 
and 
yearning over the sick and dying, em­ 
boldened and incited many for their 
proper work. 
Her Self-Suer!tieing Labor*. 


Soon after ber return to St. Louis, 
abe went to Wisconsin to give proper 
direction to the ladies who were mak 
ing efforts to alleviate the sufferings 
of the soldiers. 
In 
October Mrs. 
Harvey re-visited the hospitals. 
She 
did all in her power to comfort them, 
w riting to their friends, and procuring 
discharges tor those woo were in a dy­ 
ing condition, and were unfit for 
service. 
With a heart burdened by 
grief, but witn a cheerful countenance 
and forgetfulness of self, she devoted 
herself to the comfort and care of the 
sick. 
Od ce convinced that her object 
was just, she left no honorable means 
untried to secure it. 
When surgeons 
could not be flattered or coaxed, she 
administered a gentle threat, or gave 
an intimation that higher officials 
might learn the facts. 
In visiting 
Ironton, during the latter part of 
October, she found the Eleventh regi. 
ment to be suffering from malarious 
diseases, contracted while at Helena, 
Ark., and other posts. 
One patient, 
a mere youth, a member of Company 
A., remarked when he heard of Mrs. 
Harvey's arrival. "My turn will soon 
come: for she’ll get me my furlough." 
The furlough did come the next day. 
The poor lad, on hearing it said. "God 
biers 
her; Thank 
God I’m going 
home.” 
Soldiers All Loved Her. 
He turned his face to the wall, and 
he who seemed so strong was at his 
final home in a half an hour's time. 
This dying soldier but expressed the 
sentiments which pervaded the hearts 
of all c ur boys— ‘God bless ber!” She 
returned to St. Louis November i, 
when the surgeon in charge of the 
hospitals wri te to Governor Solomon 
con mending her efforts. 
During the 
same month while she was at Cape 
Girardeau, General Curtis gave her 
pe. mission to visit all the hospitals in 
his command, with an order to quar­ 
termasters and transportation compa­ 
nies to afford her and ber sanitary ar­ 
ticles transmission. One hundred men 
were found sick at Memphis and for 
m ary of these she obtained discharges. 
8he went next to Helena, Rolla, St. 
Louis Ironton, and early in iebrua- 
ry, 1863, to Memphis, to the governor, 
urging him to establish a hospital 
there. 
lo a letter to him she said: 


"We have a great maoy sick and 
wounded here, and tomorrow I com­ 
mence visiting the hospitals. 
I feel 
th at I can do great good here. 
I am 
very well and shall labor with delight, 
for I know just what to do and where 
to go the authorities are so willing to 
aid me.” 
Taken Sick Herself. 
Finding no Wisconsin men sick at 
Corinth,she visited Jackson, La Grange, 
Memphis, and, in March, Vicksburg, 
where she went to see General Grant, 
and was successful in securing the is­ 
sue of 
orders to send patients hav­ 
ing chronic diarrhoea to northern hos­ 
pitals; and another to clear out the 
convalescent camp at Memphis, dis­ 
charging those unfit for service, send­ 
ing others back to their regiments,and 
appointng medical inspectors to every 
army corps who shall have full power 
to discharge disabled men. The United 
States sanitary commission gave an or­ 
der to Mrs. Harvey for all necessary 
supplies, and one hundred dollars to 
be used every month for the benefit of 
soldiers, according to her judgment. 
In the spring of 1863 Young's point, 
across the river from Vicksburg, was 
the limit of uninterrupted navigation; 
and mach sickness was induced by the 
high water covering the low lands. 
After a few weeks' labor, Mrs Harvey 
herself was taken seriously ill with 
the terrible miasma, and returned 
north, spending the summer in Wis­ 
consin and New York. 
The Harvey Hospital 
at Madison. 
Then with characteristic energy she 
set about her plan for establishing 
general hospitals in the north, going 
to Washshington to urge it in person 
before President Lincoln. 
Both the 
president and Secretary Stanton were 
unwilling to consider it. 
The presi­ 
dent believed that if the 6ick soldiers 
were brought north, they would de­ 
sert. 
Mrs. Harvey did not think so; 
she continued her appeals with 6uch 
persistency and cogency of argument 
that she finally secured an order for a 
general hospital in Wisconsin. It was 
located at Madison. The United States 
government purchased the building 
th at was erected for a residence for 
ex-Governor Farwell and converted it 
into what became the widely known 
Harvey hospital. 
As an illustration 
of the great good which the northern 
hospitals did and the lives which they 
saved it is told that out of one hun­ 
dred men sent from Fort. Pickering, a 
convalescent camp, only seven died, 
five were discharged.and the remaind­ 
er returned to active service. 
A Soldiers* Orphans’ Home. 
In October Mrs. Harvey returned to 
Memphis and a month later went to 
Vickabarg, making that city her head­ 
quarters, under Gov. Salmon's orders. 
Her field of 
operation 
was from 
Memphis to New Orleans and to such 
points on each side of the river where 
Wisconsin regiments were stationed 
or where Wisconsin men were found 
in hospitals. 
She remained at Vicks 
burg until July, 1865, when the re­ 
turned to Wisconsin and interested 
herself in the establishment of the 
Soldiers' Orphans’ home. 
In 1866 the 
state bought the Harvey hot pital for 
810,000; 113 OOO more was raised by 
subscription for its support, and Mrs. 
Harvey with a temporary board of in­ 
structors opened the institution. 
She 
was made the first superintendent.and 
at the time the state took possession 
in March, 1866, eighly-fonr orphans 
were admitted. 
Later in the tame 
year the number had increased to 
200. 
Mrs. Harvey resigned her posi­ 
tion May I, 1867. 
When the work 
of this institution was finished it 
psssed into the hsnds of the Norwe­ 
gian synod, which converted the prop­ 
erty into a seminary.

His p a re n ts being poor 
and unable to se r d him aw ay to school, 
at the age of (eventeen he entered his 
father's shop, where he learned the 
wagon-maker's trade, at which he 
worked for seven years. 
While thus 
employed he found time at night to 
pursue general studies, aud later on 
he took up the fetudy of law in the 
same manner. 
At the age of twenty- 
four, having saved enough lo enable 
him to do so, he took a course in the 
law department of Michigan Univer­ 
sity, and after that pursued the study

of the law for a year with J. Allen 
Barber, at Lancaster. 
He was admit­ 
ted to the bar in the spring of 1868, 
and in the fall of that year was elected 
district attorney of Grant County, 
holding that office for two terms. 
In the fall of 18( 8, Hon. J. Allen 
Barber offered lo take him as a part­ 
ner. 
This offer 
Mr. 
Clementson 
accepted and the law firm of Barber 
it Clementson continued uutil Mr. 
Barber's death in June, 1881. 
Upon 
Mr. Barber's election to congress in 
187$, and from that time on, the man­ 
agement of the firm's extensive law 
practice fell entirely upon Mr. Clem­ 
entson. 
By hard study, and strict 
attention to basinets, and the ability 
he displayed in the trial of cases, he 
speedily placed himself in the front 
rank of the bar of Southwestern Wis­ 
consin, and when it became a question 
who should be brought out to oppose 
Judge 
Cothren 
at 
the 
j adi­ 
tal 
election 
of 
1882, 
the 
sentiment 
was unanimous th at it 
should be Mr. Clementson. Althongh 
the judicial circuit was republican. 
Judge Cothren s popularity with the 
people was so great that he had been 
elected in 1876 by over 1,500 majori­ 
ty 
The republican convention to 
nominate a candidate for judge of the 
fifth circuit was held in Dodgeville in 
February, 1882; w ithouts dissenting 
vote it nominated Mr. Clementson,and 
after a most exciting campaign he was 
elected by over 2,200 majority. When 
his first term expired Judge Clement­ 
son 
informed his friends 
that he 
would never again become a party 
candidate for a judicial office. 
In 
1888 and again last spring be was 
elect d judge of the fifth circuit a a a 
non-partisan candidate. 
Since 
his 
election to the bench, thirteen years 
ago, J udge Clemen (son has absolutely 
refrained from taking any part in 
politics. 
Judge Clementson was very reluct­ 
ant to come out as a candidate against 
Judge Winslow, but the 
pressure 
brought to bear upon him was ao 
great that be at last yielded. 
Judge Clementson stands very high 
as a judge, his fairness being one of 
his conspicuous characteristics. 
He 
is not a stickler for legal technicali­ 
ties, but every litigant in his court ie 
assured that he will receive justice, 
whether he be rich or poor. 
Among 
the recent notable cases in which 
Judge Jlementsoo has presided is that 
of John B. Koetting, the Milwanke 
ex-banker.
